many witnesses in our endeavors to 
rive ihe matter a full and thorough in- 
vestigation. While we have had some 
very positive and damaging testimony, 
the preponderance oi evidence, whether 
true or false, lias been of such a aireAfly 
contradictory character that wo hare 
been unable to find any indictments in 
connection therewith. Some of the wit- 
nesses have become suddenly allUcted 
with loss of memory to cuch an extent 
as to indicate mental imbecility."

SAN FnANclsco, February 12.—District 


Judge Morrow on January 28 fixed today 
for the appearance in court of 140 Chinese 
who were given their liberty on bonds, 
but who were to have been remanded 
today to the custody of the United States 
marshal and be returned to China. Bach 
principal bad two Chinese sureties on 
hie bond and in all there appeared to bo 
over 400 Chinese interested in the pro- 
ceedings, and in case tha principals 
failed to appear the sureties were liable 
for the gross sum of $210,000. Neither 
principals nor sureties appeared in court 
today and Judge Morrow ordered ull the 
cases tj be defaulted and the bonds for- 
feited. When, however, Judge Morrow 
issued tho order looking to the collection 
of the amounts due from sureties, Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Witter said 
that under a ruling by Attorney General 
Miller no suits wero authorized by the 
government against sureties where re- 
covery is not probable. Witter was In- 
structed to ask for another ruling in this 
case from the attorney general, but it is 
understood that but few of the bonds are 
supposed to be collectable.

The new river improvement and min- 


ing dobria bills introduced in congress by 
Representative Caminetti| are of vital 
importance to California. 


Tho first calls upon the secretary of 


war for farther estimates ot coat of ctirJy- 
ing out tbe scbemo of tbe commission of 
eoginoerfl of October, 188S. 


Tho second IB n bill for the appropria- 


tion of §9,100 for removal of obstructiona 
in tlia Mokelumne river. 


The third calls for the appropriation 


yearly of $25,000 for snagging in tbe Sac- 
ramento river nbove the state capital; 
for a specific appropriation of $275.ODO 
for removal of obstructions in the lower 
Sacramento; of $25,000 for the closing of 
Jacob slough; for a specific appropria- 
tion of $300,000 for treatment of the 
Yaba above Maryeville, as recommended 
bv tbe commission of October, 1SSS; for 
a 3'early appropriation of $25,000 for im- 
provement ot the navigable chnnnel of 
the Feather; to carry out the suggestions 
ot the commission already referred to, 
for Feather river mining dams, $300,000; 
Sacramento river mining dame, JilOO,- 
000; dam oa tho Yuba at De Guerre 
point, $300,000; dam on the Bear at Van 
Gneeon's, $150,000. 


The fourth bill calls for a new commis- 


sion of government engineers to survey 


. and examine tbe Golden Gato with ref- 


erenco lo changes in itf? channels, and 
what improvement9 and safeguards (ire 
needed; examination of fill tbe naviga- 
ble waterways and channels of the state; 
of the iBkea and sites at head waters of 
the chief streams, bieins nnd sleuths, 
and cf the Yoscmitc water shed and Tc- 
lare lake. The purpose ie to ascertain 
the practicability and utility of using 
theso bites, basins and lakes as storage 
reservoirs to relieve the rivera in JIool 
seasons, .and to benefit commerce and 
navigation in summer, 


Tbo cofflimesion is also directed to 


ascertain the need for relief canals for 
tbo Hncrameuto and San Joaquin; the 
advisability of a Kan Joaquin and Fresno 
canal, and to examine and report on any 
other section or area, with a view to the 
adoption of a permanent and com pro- 
henalvo syetoin of improvement of tbe 
navigable rivers and waterways, and BO 
as to protect them from tlio mining 
debris now lodged in them or their 
tributaries, above or along the course of 
navigation, and with a view of restoring 
the Eireams to tho navigability of the 
period prior to 1SGO.

VEST ON THE SITUATION, 


Senator Vent of Missouri is a conspicu- 


ous lit;ura in the Democratic party, and 
his utterances usually command the at- 
tention of thofo of his political faith. At 
tho recent banquet ol tho Groystone 
club of Denver, held iu honor of the 
birtbdav of SamuolJ. Tilden, tbe prin- 
cipal feature of the affair, exclusive of 
oatablee and drinkables, was the road- 
ing of n letter on tbe political situation 
from the Missouri statesman.

I recognize the fact that the report of 


tho committee referred to is a legitimate 
subject of criticism, particularly in a 
country more than two thousand miles 
distant from the state in which tho re- 
port was published. 
But in Tennessee, 


where the people know all the facts con- 
nected with the terrible rape of toe legis- 
lature by the bondholders in 18S1, no 
explanation was ever retired from me. 


1 have lived in this connty since tbo 


latter part ol the year 1887. My wife 
and child were born here, and hero we 
all expect to live and die. It is cones, 
quently more on account of that wile 
and child than my own that I make the 
people of this county acquainted with a 
transaction in which a relative of mino 
back in Tennessee, by his own sworn 
confession made a statemont in ordor to 
protect the interests o! tho worst lobby 
that ever disgraced tho annals ol tbat 
state.

•1IIS fcTATE UCUT, 


For several years prior to IsoO tiie set- 


tlement ol tho bonded indebtedness of 
the state of Tennessee, amounting to 
$30,030,000, had becoino a vexed political 
question. A large portion of this debt 
had been created immediately subse- 
quent to the war while a majority of the 
white people were disfranchised, aud as 
they were the owners of tho taxable 
property ol Tennessee they wero natur- 
ally opposed to paying the bonds dollar 
for dollar. 
In 1879 the bondholders 


made a proposition to the Tcnnessea 
legislature lo settle this indebtedness at 
60 cents on the dollar in bonds bearing 
•1 per cent interest. 
This proposition was submitted to tbo 


ueople oi the state and voted down by a 
majority ot 39,000. Consequently, when 
the Democratic conventions met shortly 
thereafter in the various counties for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for the 
senate and assembly, the nominees wore

A COKFBS5ION OF PERJUUY. 


A year ago tot December I heard that 


Bransford was very sick in Nashville, 
Tenn., and that be desired to make a 


ritten statement in reference to the In- 


e n n c s e .

and was expected to die at any time, and 
IterTJr. David C. Kelly, a distinguished 
Methodist minister, was called in to pray 
for him, and it waa during thia critical 
period that tbo following statement was 
prepared and aworn to by Branaford and 
mailed to mo:

He main- 
tained, and I thouabt tbe circumstances 
clearly boro him out in it, that ho did it 
at the requestof bis uncle, Walter Brans- 
ford, upon tbo representation that Bar- 
rett was a weak man aud wanted lo 
avoid being present when tbe vote- was 
taken, and wanted an excuse lor bis ab- 
sence—that he himself wanted eome- 
tMng that would make him Eick (with- 
out injury) so tbat he could not attend.

A volume containing a report ol the 


investigating committee lifts been on a 
shelf in my office hero in Fresno Binco I 
occupied it, and any ono who desires it IB 
welcome to it. And although it was 
published under the auspices ol the 
friends of the iOO-3 bill—notwithstand- 
ing the fact that my testimony was 
garbled and misquoted—that words were 
put In the mouths of witucsEea that they 
never uttered, and all the methods were 
adopted tbat are usual with investiga-

contained many of tbe most prominent 
politicians in Tennessee, among whom 
were Thomas O'Connor, the lessee ol tbe 
TTMnitentiary aud member of the national 
Democratic committee 'for that state, 
Colonel Marshal T. Polk, the state treas- 
nrer, and others equally well known. 


During the ponding of this bill it be-
